The descent from the east by tho Santa 


l?o railroad into the valley of the Kio 
Grande is a delightful change. The eye 
has become weary iu looking at tho arid 
slopes, tho dark gray heights, tho stunted 
evergreen trees, and dark alkili bed of 
tho Galostoe river, down whoso side we 
havo rapidly sped along. 
The first view

It is known that these 
havo existed tor at least three hundred 
years. In each one is an old Catholic 
church constructed of a dobe brick on 
the model of tho ruined cathedral at Pe- 
COK. The large square dwelling houses 
nro one to three stories in height, and 
havo a light gray color. They aro usually 
built as irregular rows of continuous 
structures, aud thoir ilat roofs are reach- 
by ladders placed outside, tlio feet of 
which rest in the streets or open courts, 
Tho dusky forms of the blanketed inhab- 
itants, with a heavy band or handkerchief 
tied around the head, aud standing like a 
statue on the tops of these roofs, aud gaz- 
ing intently at you, make a picturesque 
sight, which remains in the memory for 
months as a most distinct impression, 
The first pueblo is Santo Domingo, some 
of whose members aro seen, at a neigh- 
boring station, selling j^ough or spunious 
pieces o£ the torquoiae mineral nnd a 
coarse variety of pottery. Over tho Kio 
Grande, this village has continued a long 
and curiously designed bridge of stakes 
nnd 
logs. 
San 
Felipe 
is 
the 


next pueblo, situated on tho banks 
o° 
the 
liver. 
Tho 
buddings 


aro erected very compactly together un- 
der the brow o£ a high bluff, and have a 
very neat white appearance. 
Close by 


aro the stone rums o£ the ancient town of 
Cia, which was built on quite a high emi- 
nence overlooking the river. 
Farther 


down the stream is the nourishing Pueblo 
of Islota, around which are finely culti- 
vated fields and vineyards. To the west 
of this place a few miles is Lagnua, lo- 
cated on a low ledge of rocks, aud gov- 
erned by a former resident of the city of 
Madison iu this State. The people aro 
industrious aud thrifty, Protestant in 
tlieir religious faith, and havo well or- 
dered homes. Among this groups of In- 
dian Pueblo, and a littlo distance from 
the railroad, is Acoma, built on a rocky 
cliff, with precipitous sides over thre( 
hundred feot high. It is a very beautiful 
village. 
The route southward along the Be 


Grande is through the Moxioan towns o 
Bernalillo, where excellent wine is man 
r.factured, and Albuquerque, which is 
composed of two large villages, one an 
enterprising railroad center, with many 
modern houses, and the other a mile an 
a halt away, with dingy looking mud 
wall buildings. The places are connect 
cd by a horse railway. This city controls 
the immense sheep-growing interests o 
tho surrounding country, and is a dis 
trtbutiug point for many mines in th 
Territory. 
It literally abounds in al 


quarters with public resorts for drinking 
gambling, and unblushing lewdness. 


At this point I met Mr. Will A. Hai 


vey, a young man from the town of 
ton, Kock county, this State, who accom 
panied mo for nearly a week iu a rnos 
delightful journey into Arizona and wes 
ern New Mexico. Being thoroughly ac 
quaiuted with all the prominent place 
on the lino of tho Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad from the Kio Grande to tho 
Great.

curved shape, and occupy sockets ex- 
:endiug to the back part of both jaws, 
,he upper pair describing a larger par 
of a smaller circle, and the lower ones a 
smaller part of a larger circle. Each 
;ooth consists of a solid column o£ den- 
ine, with a plate o£ enamel in its outer 
surface, and, consequently, diniiushes 
.n hardness from front to back.

cnstant wear produced by tho continual 
collision o£ the opposing surfaces forms 
an obliciuo chisel-like snri'ace, sloping 
irom tlio hard enamel of the front to the 
softer dentine of tho back part of tho 
tooth. 
As these teeth arc perpetually 


jrowing, they require constant exor- 
cise to keep thoir growth within duo 
bounds, and tho rat and others of this 
most mischievous family might assign, 
as an excuse for their ravages, the ne- 
cessity of iinding constant employment 
for their front teeth.— All tlio Year 
Hound.
